The Quantity Systemof Estimatingin Building 


What is Called the Best Basis for Building Contraets is Explained 






in this Paper—Guesswork and Useless Figuring are Eliminated

That the Greck architects took their measurements and 
made up their estimates ot COSTS is generally admitted. 


Vitruvius, in his Handbook of Architecture, written about 
the time of Augustus, mentions as one of the essential 
qualifications of an architect, that he must be a good 
arithmetician “to work out measurements and to estimate 
the cost of buildings.” Indeed, in the case of public 
work in the city of Ephesus the architect was obliged 
to give a figure representing the cost of the work, which 
was retained by the chief magistrate, and honors were 
conferred upon the architect if, at the end of the job, 
this estimate of cost had not heen exceeded. If, how- 
ever. the cost materially exceeded the estimate, the architect 
had to make up the deficiency, and it is said it was a 
matter of regret to Vitruvius that there was no such pro- 
vision in the Roman law. Then, again. among the 
Greeks, it was customary upon public work to publish 
itemized detailed accounts of the actual cost of such 
works, as well as the architect’s estimate. Payment by 
measurement was very common, and we find references 
to a type of engineer-architects who measured buildings 
and whose reports finally settled matters—a sort of 
arbitrator. Here it will be seen, therefore. that we have 
distinct references to the principle of “payment by meas- 
urement,” the modern equivalent for which is the quantity 
system, whilst the Greek engineer-architect accords very 
closely, to the quantity surveyor of today 

Enough had been said to show that the measuring (or 
we say “quantity’) surveyor has existed, certainly from 
the time of the Greeks and Romans, The quantity svstem 
as we know it today had its origin some eighty years ago 
when competing bidders met and one of their number 
was selected to take off the quantities and furnish a copy 
to each of his competitors. 

Better methods in time prevailed until the system was 
evolved such as I expect to see adopted in the United 
States, 1. e@., compensation to the contractor through 
definite measurement being made the basis of the contract. 

Competition, so called, among contractors is compara- 
tively a modern innovation. The words “so called” are 
used intentionally, for under the prevailing conditions, 


competition intelligently and conservatively conducted

So true 1s this that it is a matter of common knowledge 
that tully nity per cent ot the contracts let are the result 
ot error, and further, that the more capable and careful 
the bidder is, to get in all his items, the less chance h: 
has of securing a contract, profitable or even otherwise 
The lowest bid, the one generally accepted, is usually) 
anything but the most accurate. 

(One of the greatest inconsistencies also, in competitive 
estimating, lies in the fact that no sooner are bidders 
invited to give a price on a job, than they seem to compete 
among themselves to see who can take off the least 
quantity of material, etc., and it is surprising how well 
some of them succeed. 

The quantity system is not, as some persons have sup 
posed, merely the taking off of a list of items by on 
person, for one other person’s use, nor does it consist 
solely of the listing of items by individual contractors 
with varying methods and uncertain accuracy, Owing in 
part to the fact that contractors are seldom, if ever, 
allowed proper time in which to make up an accurate bid 
It must not be overlooked that some “training” is als: 
essential to the accurate preparation and classification of 
quantities. 

What the quantity system does mean, however, is the 
careful measurement by an independent person specially 
trained in this special kind of work, and the present 
age is undoubtedly the age of the specialist. This specialist 
or quantity surveyor, proceeds with his work somewhat 
differently to the average contractor, for he follows certain 
recognized rules in taking off, abstracting and billing, with 
a view to eliminating error. He uses also certain uniform 
standards of measurements, and expression. Every writ 
ten word or figure is preserved for future reference. His 
checking and rechecking methods, to insure accuracy, 
must be studied, to be appreciated by those to whom the 
quantity system is unknown. A record is made of every 
item, however small, having a money value. These items 
are then all classified and arranged, each under its proper 
trade or department in methodical order. Guess-work 
methods are unknown to the quantity surveyor, whilst 
his accuracy and attention to details 1s well worthy of 
comment. 

The surveyor who does this work is a professional man 
similar to the engineer and the architect. He should, 
in fact, have, and usually has had some experience at 
least in the work of these professions, and in addition, 
a practical experience acquired in the field, in actual 
superintendence of construction work. 

Such a surveyor then upon commencing to take off 
quantity from an architect’s or engineer’s drawings, 
readily detects any ambiguities, or discrepancies which 
exist, through hasty preparation or otherwise. Atten- 
tion of the architect or engineer is at once called to stich 
matters by the quantity surveyor, as he goes along. PB: 
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» so detected, such ambiguities and uncertainties can 
and are, corrected and adjusted, so that by the time 
drawings and specifications reach the bidders for 
stimating purposes, all doubts have been cleared up, and 
ery thing has been made so plain and accurate, that the 
ssibility of error in quantities can be practically dis- 
evarded. 
This document, prepared exclusively in the surveyor’s 
fice, is then either printed or similarly reproduced, and 
facsimile COpy supplied tree ot cost to each bidder, 
ho inserts his unit price opposite each item, and readily 
ots up the money cost in dollars and cents, and which 
eally is all that he should be asked to do. The quantities 
materials and labor then set forth in this document, or 

ill of quantities, represents the limit of what the contrac- 

r will be called upon to pertorm or furnish, in order 
to complete his contract. In short, the bid becomes a 
proposal to do a certain “fixed quantity” of work, indi- 
ated in the quantities, no more and no less. The con- 
tract to be drawn accordingly. This then very briefly is 
the main underlying principle of the quantity system of 
estimating, a definite quantity of work tor a definite price, 
and payment according to a well defined systematize: 
method of measurement, and the entire elimination of 
those well-known conditions and elements, which now 
compel bidders to take chances, and for which all parties 
usually suffer in the end, the owner included. 

Most of us are familiar with these wasteful, unsatis- 
factory methods, and sometimes, even pernicious practices, 
which are followed today in bidding upon and carrying 
out work. These injure both parties to a contract, and 
they arise largely from bidders’ mistakes in figuring, be- 
cause accuracy has to be so often sacrificed for an ill- 
advised speed. <A large proportion of these mistakes 
occur in the hurried figuring of the “quantities” by bid- 
ders. Some of us, when we have the opportunity of look- 
ing behind the scenes, so to speak, become appalled at 
the resultant effects of existing practices, such as the 
enormous waste in time and money in useless figuring, 
disputes, harassing conditions, hard feeling, lack of con- 
fidence, delays, suits at law and so forth, nearly all of 
which may be avoided by adopting more conservative 
modern methods in our preparatory work before con- 
tracts are let. Further, interpretation of plans and 
specifications should, in common fairness to both parties 
to the contract, be made wherever possible, before a con- 
tract 1s let, and not be left until afterwards, nor to be 
done “as directed.” Under the quantity system, where the 
quantities are made the basis of the contract, this be- 
comes practically imperative. Regarding interpretations, 
one might be excused for saying that it would seem, as 
engineers or architects, to be a question of policy, as well 
as tairness, whether we should continue to even assume 
the responsibility of deciding things already contracted 
for, according to our “judgment.” If our judgment is to 
govern what a contractor must do, would it not be better 
to consider those things which can be considered, and 
then determine them finally before a contract is let 
Many an architect and engineer has suffered professionally 
through assuming to excercise judiciary powers unneces- 
sarily. 3ut, to return, notwithstanding the fact that

The principle of measure and value, or payment by meas 
urements, usually designated as the quantity syste is 
based upon equity and square dealing. On large work

Among the advantages and improved method 
estimating afforded by the quantity system may be met 
tioned: First, the enormous saving of time and money 
now wasted by numerous bidders all doing the same thing, 
going over the same ground.

indicated by the bill of quantities which is the essenes 
of the contract. Third: No expense to the bidder, thi 
owner pays for his own quantities “knowingly,” and they 
benefit him as well as the contractor.

ing why such a labor saving, sensible method has hitherto 
been neglected in the present day, and in our generation 
.ccuracy and honesty are the quantity survevor’s chief 
essentials, apart from his professional ability. It seems, 
therefore, that the practice of quantity surveying should 
be legalized in each state, somewhat similar to that of the 
public accountant, through examination and subsequent 
issue of lincenses to persons thus qualified and wishing to 
practice. The turnishing of surety company’s bond by 
the quantity surveyor, has been suggested in some quarters, 
to guarantee his accuracy and honesty, but it would seem 
that until a similar guarantee 1s demanded from other 
technical practitioners, the expediency and efficiency of 
this course may tairly be questioned. 

It may he stated perhaps, that to still further advocate 
the adoption of better estimating methods and more satis 
factory contract conditions, an organization was formed 
last year known as the American Institute of Quantits 
Surveyors, which is deing much good work along these 
lines. Its membership ts open to all architects, engineers, 
contractors and others (including owners) who are in 
sympathy with the efforts being made to bring about bet- 
ter conditions. The dues are merely nominal ineluding 
the official Bulletin every month which gives the progress 
of this movement throughout the United States, whilst its 
columns are open to all, for suggestions or inquiries re 
garding the work of the organization in general, or the 
quantity system in particular. 

It may perhaps be only fair to add (with due modesty,

This movement commenced many years ago, in

Louisville and sceubaiininn. 

The plumbing business in Louisville has been quiet sinc: 
february \t that time numerous water pipes wer: 
bursting all over town and the plumbers were in stron; 
demand. Since then, however, the weather has been just 
bad enough to stop all outdoor work and building opera 
tions, but not cold enough to freeze any pipes As a 
consequence, the plumbing trade has had very little work 
to do. During the past two or three weeks, howeve: 
business has become more active and the plumbers and 

is-fitters have been a little busier. 

The Louisville Gas WN electric Co has completed the 
construction ot a big gas main from West Virginia to 
Louisville, and the pipes have been connected to th: 
storage tanks Many industrial concerns have started 
using the gas. The bakers especially are trying it out, 
but so far it has given a great deal of trouble. Installa 


tions otf this kind have made business very good for th 


plumber and gas-fitter. It appears that the mixture 
the artificial and natural gas does not burn steadily, and 
is very hard to regulate. The bakers have used various 


kinds of burners and spuds, and are very much interested 
in the new gas. One or two of the bakers, however, hav: 
had considerable trouble with the fuel, and have had the 
pipes taken out. It seems that the gas mains in some 
parts of the city are too small to give the needed pres 
sure, and as a result the flow is very erratic. One caus 
of trouble will soon be eliminated, however. This is the 
mixed proposition. At the time the two lines were con 
nected, it was estimated that there were four million cubt 
feet of artificial gas in the pipe lines, and eight million 
cubic feet in the storage reservoirs. It was further est! 
mated that it would take at least a month to use out this 
mixture of gas, but about two-thirds of it should be used 
by this time. l.. Zwigard, proprietor ot the Central 
Bakery, 436 South Second street, is trying it out w 
vood results under a patented “continuous oven” and Jolin 
Reinhard, former president of the Louisville Master Bal 
ers’ Association, 1s using it under an old Dutch oven 
Both of these men have tried several experiments and 
have it working successtully at present. At a_ recent 
meeting of the Louisville Master Bakers’ Associatio! 
they took the floor and endorsed it strongly. As a result 
both men report that numerous bakers have seen them, 
saying that they expect to put it in shortly. Henrys 
Ellmers,. a baker at Twenty-sixth and Market Streets, 15 
going to remodel his shop, and will put in gas fixtures at 
the time of remodeling. 

The Tyler Hotel, of Louisville, has made some changes 
in its public toilet room. Two of the toilet rooms wert 
done over in white enamel, doors, seats, and everything, 
so that they make a good appearance. The doors w 
equipped with locks which operate by dropping a five-cent 
piece into a slot. Secretary Edward Bosler, of the h 
company, says that it was remarkable how many pe: 


7 


are willing to pay the extra nickel for sanitary, exclus 
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ervice. The number of nickels taken from the locks has 
ir exceeded the cost of the devices. 

Plumbing supply houses and manufacturers of plumbers’ 
upphes are very much interested in a proposed regulation 

the Louisville & Nashville Railway, which proposes to 
harge a $4 fee for spotting cars. At present no charg 

s made for spotting cars, and if this road takes up the 
lan, several more are likely to do so. It was recentls 
pointed out that the roads could increase their revenues 
vy making a charge of this kind, but the railroads, it is 
said, would prefer a flat increase in rates. Concerns like 

Ahrens & Ott branch of the Standard Sanitary Manu 
facturing Company, the W. E. Caldwell & Company and 
several others who ship large numbers of cars daily, would 
feel the charge to a marked degree. 

Gus Britz, who travels Kentucky for P. A. Vogel & 
Sons, has been sick for the past thirty days lle has 
about recovered, however, and 1s down at the office every 
day. He expects to get out on the road again shortly. 

The Peaslee-Gaulbert Co. and the Lampton-Crane 
Ramey Co, have been doing a large volume of business 
on gas burners and fixtures since natural gas became avail 
able. The old burners would not handle the gas properly, 
and new ones in a majority of cases had to be purchased 
Practically every drug and hardware store in the city laid 
in a supply of special mantles and burners Several 
plumbing concerns have reaped a harvest in the last two 
veeks in going around to the various residences and ad 
justing the burners. The work required does not amount 
to much. A good many journeymen plumbers and their 
assistants have taken up the use of motorcycles, which 
has almost doubled the amount of territory a man can 
cover in a day. 

P. A. Vogel & Sons have had several orders for laree 
natural gas burners to be used in connection with heat 
regulators, for some of the large apartment houses of 
Louisville. This concern also had an order for five cars 
of eight-inch cast iron pressure pipe for the water com 
pany at Salem, Ind. The water company 1s installing pipe 
lines to bring water from the springs to the pools, which 
is then pumped to the city reservorr. 

The fire insurance situation in Kentucky ts affecting 
building to some degree, and new building cperations are 
not opening up as rapidly as they should. At the recent 
meeting of the Kentucky Legislature, the Greene-Glenn 
lire insurance bill was passed, which was so drastic that 
practically all of the foreign fire insurance companies 
doing business in Kentucky suspended operations.  Polli- 
cies which were to expire within sixty days of the date at 
vhich the companies were to suspend, were written up 
in advance. No provision was made, however, regarding 
new insurance, and the Kentucky companies are unable 
to handle the situation. The merchants, state insurance 
board and the Governor recently held a meeting at the 
Seelbach Hotel. in an effort to get the tangle straight- 
ened out, but without accomplishing anything. The Gov- 
ernor, who is starting a campaign for nomination to the 
United States Senate, is trying to get things straightened 
out, so as to hold the confidence of the people. 

W. Buckner and James Arvin, of Campbellsville, Ky., 
have formed a partnership and will engage in the plumb- 
ing business. A building has been leased which was for- 
merly occupied by a bakery, and the two young men will 
use the upper floor as a residence. [red Hamilton, an 
experienced plumber, has been hired by the new firm.
